The superstitions that were born 
during the race’s infancy die hard. 
J ust as we had nicely forgotten 
the 
Pennsylvania 
“ hex ” murder, 
another one pops up—this time in 
Kalamazoo, Mich. 
The bare outline of the story is 
almost unbelievable, for this year, 
1929. 
A middle-aged 
married couple 
are the culprits. 
Quite calmly, as 
if he were telling some tale which 
a ny reasonable man ought to un­ 
derstand, the man ex plained how it 
w a s that he and his wife had kill­ 
ed a 76-year-old widow who lived 
in a home for aged people. 
“ It had to 
be done,” he said, 
“ She could kill anyone with a look. 
She could g ive 
you any kind of 
disease with her evil eyes. 
Why, 
she has killed more than 
a hun­ 
dred people.” 
Michigan 
ranks as one of our 
most “ forward” sta tes. 
Kalama­ 
zoo is widely known as a cultured 
“ homey” city. 
It is not filled with 
Immigrants, nor does it have w ret­ 
ched slums and 
gloomy tenement 
neighborhoods. 
It is precisely the 
sort of place you would name if 
you were asked to pick out a town 
that could 
represent 
the middle- 
sized American city at its best. 
Yet, in a town 
like this, there 
are, 
apparently, 
people 
whose 
minds are more enlightened than 
the minds of superstitious pea sa nts 
in the middle ages; people who be­ 
lieve in the evil eye, in spells and 
incantations, in g hostly and sinis­ 
ter powers 
tha t lurk 
in the air 
ready to bring death and destruc­ 
tion to honest folk. 
That, 
of course, 
means that 
there are such 
people in all our 
cities and towns. 
No place of any 
size is free 
of them. 
Demonism 
and sorcery 
are not yet subjects 
solely for the antiquarian. 
And 
all of this ex ists 
side by 
side with advances in technical and 
scientific 
knowledg e 
tha t som e­ 
tim es persuades us that the race 
is a lm ost ready to move on to the 
g rea t herita g e which all its g ift­ 
ed dreamers have foreseen! 
Our development is too uneven. 
We 
are moving 
with am azing 
speed, on the surface; but under­ 
neath we hardly seem to be mov­ 
ing at all. 
Somehow we must find 
a wa y to equalize thing s— or we 
shall stumble into a dreadful mess. 
The mass of people lias alwa ys 
been superstitious and blind, but it 
has 
never pa rticula rly 
mattered 
before. 
But this modern a ge de­ 
mands modern minds. 
How can a 
man who believes 
in witchcra ft 
and sorcery make his way among 
wireless telephony, X-ray cameras 
and television ca binets? 
He sim ­ 
ply ca n’t handle him self. 
It is like 
letting a child pla y with m a tches 
in a powder mill. 
A democracy needs a high stand­ 
ard 
of 
universal 
education 
to 
function well. 
A mechanized 
de­ 
mocracy, 
like ours, needs it ten 
times 
as much. 
The mere ex is­ 
tence 
of 
ig norant 
superstition 
means tha t a deep a byss is g aping 
beneath our entire social structure.
